MAKE EVEN BREAK 


Partisan Leaders Show Their Hands in 
Recent Election. 


BIG BOSSES STILL ALIVE 


Democrat Holds the City While the 
Republican Keeps the State. 


BOTH WON BY INCREASED MAJORITIES 


It Was the Same Old Fight for the 
Control of the State 
Legislature. 


New York, November 11.—(Special.)— 
The election here this weck was without 
the national significance of the elections 
in states like Ohio and Nebraska, but it 
had in it the perennial iaterest of a strug- 
gle dominance between the two 
tisans of the rival parties—Croker 
Platt. They played even on results, 
Croker holding the city by an increased 
majority and Platt holding all of that 
part of the state cutside of the city, also 
by an ircreased majority. So the election 
proved nothing except that the big bosses 
are st.ll alive and in the business. It way 
not an indcrsement of Meclxinley or a 
rebuke for Bryan, although the state Is 
solidly enough against the Nebraskan. 
The fight did not take that direction—it 
was just the same old Platt-Croker fight 
for control of the legislature. 

The feature of the fight that was chiefly 
interesting to New York was the cam- 
paign against Robert Mazet, who is at 
the head of the republican investigating 
committee, which has been here since last 
spring making it highly uncomfortable for 
Mr. Croker and Tammany. Mr. Croker 
set cut to beat Mazet and he did it, al- 
though the investigator was in a district 
that has always been republican. It 
was Mr. Croker’'s idea to make it appear

It 
was Moss who did all the work, laid all 
the plans, Mazet acting the part of spec- 
tator and presiding officer.

“One of my distinguished opponents, 
Mr. Stallings, has referred to the fac@¢ 
that I was a Tennesseean by birth, and 
yet Mr. Stallings, whea he wanted to 
get a man to take the place of Mr. Bryan 
for the democratic nominee for 1900, sug- 
gested Mr. Richardson, of Tennessee, for 
that great honor.

NO STAMPS NOW REQUIRED. 


Boncs of Administrators and Trus- 
tees May Be Filed Without 
Revenwe Stamp. 

Ordinary Hulsey received notice yes- 
terday morning that revenue stamps were 
not required on bonds of administrators, 
suardians, executars and trustees filed 
in the office of the ordinary of the coun- 
ty. This information was received from 
a regularly authorized government reve- 
nue agent, and while no official notice 
has been sént out from the collector of 
revenues here on the subject, Judge Hul- 
sey will hold that stamps are not neces- 
sary on the bonds of those* mentioned. 
This, however, does not effect the surety 
companies doing business in the state, 
and they will be required to stamp their 
bonds as the law requires. Since the 
war tax became @ reality all bonds of 
whatever nature filed with the ordinary 
had to carry a 50-eent revenue stamp or 

they were not allowed for record.

ky, for in it we have a beverage which 
serves both as a stimulant and as an 
ailment, The nourishing properties of 
pure whisky are today as Clearly estab- 
lished as ara those of any other whole- 
sale food to be found in the djetary.

Patrick Walsh was president, with a 
Splendid board of Augusta’s best busi- 
ness men at his back, as an executive 
committee. Financially, and in no 
sense, was that exposition a 
failure. It cost the Augusta Exposi- 
tion Company ai splendid exposition 
krounds and buildings, which = they 
promptly sold to meet their. indebted- 
ness. They paid every premium and 
met every expense, except the sum of 
$2,000 due the agricultural society. We 
Were the only losers, for the debt is 
still due us. 

We have never rushed into print or 
the courts about this balance due us, 
because we knew that these gentlemen 
had done all that they could do. 

In 1894 we made similar arrangements 
with the Macon Exposition Company 
to aid them in the conduct of the Dixie 
Interstate fair, they agreeing to pay 
us $1,750. On the claim we received 
$1,000." The balance is still due. We, 
too, are creditors of the Dixie Inter- 
state fair. 

In the contract made with the Macon 
Exposition Company it was expressly 
Stipulated that the Macon Exposition 
Company should have exclusive man- 
agement of the fair, and especially of 
its finances. To this end they had 
their treasurer, secretary, chairman of 
the finance committee and all the of- 
ficers of the fair. This will account for 
our slim treasury. 

The president of the society seems to 
take a delight in reiterating the state- 
ment that there was no money in the 
treasury When he was elected. Now 
that three years have elapsed since his 
election, it may not be out of place to 
ask how much there is in the treasury 
now. 

From 1893 to 1896 was not favorable 
for money making. Many good men, 
industrious men, lost their private for- 
tunes. During that period great de- 
pression hung over the country. Fairs 
Were too great luxuries with 44% and 5 
cent cotton. During that time the al- 
liance movement was sweeping the 
State. It swept Governor Northen into 
the gubernatorial chair. It sent Colo- 
nel Livingston to congress from the 
fifth district. This new and powerful 
agricultural movement well nigh 
smothered the State Agricultural So- 
ciety, threatening its very existence. 

1 desire to say simply that neither 
the State Agriculeural Society nor the 
State Fair Association, recently held 
in Atlanta, are responsible for the in- 
debtedness of the Dixie Interstate fair 
at Macon. Nor does the State Agricul- 
tural Society owe any man a farthing.

DIVIDING THE CONFERENCE 


. Ss Se a eT 
Article from Wesleyan Christian Ad- 
vocate on the Subject. 

One of the problems over which Meth- 
odists in this purt of the state are seri- 
ously deliberating is that of dividing the 
North Georgia nference into two sepa- 
rate jurisdictions, just as the Georgia 
conference Was several years ago divided 
into the North Georgia conference and 
the South Georgia conference, Those who 
advocate this division church territo- 
ry contend that the North Georgia con- 
ference has become too large as regards 
population to be easily regulated and that 
better results can be accomplished if this 
territory is divided; while those who. op- 
pose division argue that much jarger ter- 
ritories With respect population are 
réguilated without difficulty in other sec. 
tions and that such being the case there 
is no Vital or urgent reason why there 
should be any division of the North Geor- 
gia conference at this time. Perhaps the 
issue Will be decided at the next session 
of the North Georgia conference, when it 
is scheduled to come up. Speaking of this 
serious matter which is giving Methodists 
in this part of the state so much con- 
cern, some one in the current number of 
The Wesleyan Christian Advocate, sign- 
ing himself ‘‘Theophilus,”’ says: 

In the discussion this question it 
has been shown that the North Georgia 
conference of 423 members and 
that it is an imposition on any communi- 
ty to ask it to entertain so many. It has 
been shown that the annual traveling and 
moving expenses aggregate between $4,000 
and $5,000, and that, by dividing the con- 
ference, from $1,000 to $2,000 of this womki 
be saved every year. It has been shown 
that the conference is too large to do its 
own work in the best manner; that busi- 
ness is in a rush; that the work of 
the cabinet cannot be done as thoroughly 
as is best, and that, in consequence some 
excellent men are seriously hurt in their 
appointments; that our mission work and 
missionaries are liable to be injured by 
overcrowding the board of missions; that 
the joint board of finance cannot give full 
consideration to all the cases that come 
before it, and injustice may be done to 
some of our superannuates, widows and 
orphans; in short, that every department 
of conference work is overcrowded and 
hindered. It has been shown that, by di- 
viding the conference, several days’ time 
cam be saved every year: and that if only 
3%5 persons attend the conference, each 
day saved for them will amount to a full 
year of one person’s life. 

And yet some of the brethren oppose 
division. But why do they oppose it? 
What do we gain by remaining as we are? 
What interest of the church is helped? 
What good ‘g£ accomplished? 

I frankly confess that I know of none 
whatever. I do not know a single de- 
Partment of conference work that would 
hot be done better by two conferences 
of proper size than by one overgrown 
conference like ours. 

But they say that we could hold to- 
gether for some years yet. Well, I sup- 
pose we could, if it were necessary. But 
that is not the question. The real ques- 
tion is not how long we could manage 
to hold together, but whether it is better 
to divide: whether two conferences of 
Convenient size could do the work of the 
church better than one bulky, unwieldy 
enferenca lika ours. 

We are the custodian of the interests 
of the church. It is, therefore, our sa- 
cred duty to adopt the plan that will 
best subserve those interests. But those 
Who oppose division say that it would 
be a serious step to divide. Rather say 
that it would be a serious thing not to 
djvide a conference as overgrown and 
Cumbrous as ours. What harm can re- 
8ult from division? I for one can see 
hone whatever, Each new conference 
would be just as capable of managing 
the interests of Methodism as the north 
Georgia conference now is, and the work 
Would ba done far better. 

When the Georgia conference was di- 
vided, in 186, no doubt some were op- 
Posed to it. and considered it a serious 
step to take. But did Methodism suffer 
harm by that division? Certainly not. 
Looking back after the lapse of thirty- 
three years, we can see that it was the 
Wisest step for them to take. In the 
same Way the best thing we can do is to 
divide the north Georgia conference, 
Which is conside rably larger than the old 
Georgia conference was in 1866, and is too 
large to do .ts own work. 

Let ever member of tha conference, 
lay and Clerical, sttdy this question care- 
fully and vote next November as the 
Welfare of the church may demand.

2. This is, When should men be licensed 
to exercise their gifts in 
Should the chureh wait to do 
the candidate has completed fully 
seminary course, or should license be 
given when the collegiate course has been 
tinished, and seminary training has been 
partially secured? That the latter plan 
is best, appears to the writer from many 
camsiderations. A young man should 
have a biblical course in college, or by 
private study, and a year’s training in 
the seminary, as a general rule, befcre 
he can have the knowledge essential to 
a licentiate and needful to an edifying 
preacher. But provided he has attaired 
the information demanded, and ihe men- 
tal discipline required, he may be profit- 
ably sent into the field as a ticentiate 
efter his first seminary year, during Fis 
long vacation of four months, duringtwo 
sucessive years. By pursuing ihis plan, 
he can go into the field of labor with full 
church sanction, study human ratvrre, 
learn his defects, acquire skill in using 
knowledge, develop his ability to sermon. 
ize, help his finances, invigorate his self- 
reliance, lessen the burden of beneficiary 
education, supply with religious teaching 
vacant ehurches and destitute places, win 
souls for the Master, and return to the 
seminary with a nobler moral manhood, 
better fitted to be edified, by its advant- 
ages. 

Of course, our presbyteries, while using 
and training our candidates, after proper 
examination aa licentiates, should em- 
phasize the difference between a licensed 
»robationer for the gospel ministry and 
a fully ordained minister of the word, and 


this until 


should require their candidates who are 
young men to complete their seminary 
course after licensure. But there is an- 


ether important question relating to this 
subject that Geserves serious attention. 

3. Upon what terms should a candidate 
for the ministery be licensed? According 
to our form of government the require- 
ments for licensure and ordination are 
substantially the. same. In practice, 
among our presbyteries,. when licensure 
and ordination come near together, the 
examinations for the latter are not so 
thorough and exacting as for the former. 
In the opinion of many, this should not be 
so. The examination of a freshman and 
a senior should not be identical, and the 
tests applied “0 an apprentice should 
never be equal to those exacted of a mas- 
ter workman. We should require of our 
candidates who are young college gradu- 
ates a competent Knowledge of English 
and of the English Bible, of natural sci- 
ence, philosophy, Latin, Greek and such 
an acquaintance with church history, the- 
ology and biblical interpretation as a year 
of faithful seminary study may furnish 
when they apply for license. But a more 
extensive and rigid examination should 
be demanded for ordination.

If 
increased to $100,000, the interest would 
cover salaries, repairs, and similar neces- 
sary charges, leaving the personal wants 
of each child, alone, to be provided fer 
by the general fund. 

The building fund was augmented by a 
donation of 38,000 from Mrs. Nettie Mc- 
Cormick for the Virginia and Anita cot- 
tages. Mr. Staniey McCormick gave the 
plans for the buildings. These buildings 
add much to the beauty of our grounds. 
In addition we received $300 for the Niver- 
side cottage, and cher gifts enable us to 
build an excellent barn for our  wsws and 


make gundry improvements in the old 
buildings. 
Our children are ‘from every southern 


state. They have been we] cared for and 
are making commendaovle prug sess. The 
marvelous thing is that they have been 
cared for so well when the only kope for 
it has been the daily gifts of thuse who 
love the fatherless. They have been busy 
also. The farm, workshops and printing 
office are all self-supporting, and add 
much to the comfort of the home. There

In this method Kindergarten ‘gifts 
are usea, The child may choose from a 
‘tox of these gifts a curiously shaped 
wooden block which he calls ‘‘Mrs. Tre- 
bie Clef,’’ an individual with a large 
family. After becoming familar with 
this group, he is allowed to play with a 
series of elliptical rings attached to one 
or two hooks, which he ealis soldiers, 
dolls, ete. These represent quarter, 
eighth or sixteenth notes, and will be 
Piaced later in a house constructed for 
them, which is a toy form of the mu- 
sical bars, Besides these notes, the 
sgns for forte, crescendo, etce., are made 
familiar by this means. 

This same idea is carried out in the 
pasting game, in which if> toys are 
made of paper and pasted in the desired 
form. The plan is repeated by sewing 
the signs in bright colors on card board, 
and when this is accomptished the child 
is so familiar with everything in nota- 
tion that he can promptly name without 
counting each note and sign that is in- 
dicated.

On Taxation | 


Editor Woman's Department—A _ prob- | 
lem that confronts the state of Georgia | 


in its system of taxation may well just 
now be given serious attention. In its 
last analysis it is whether it is the highest 
public policy in order to get a better ad- 
ditional income to destroy or cripple 
that which makes the true wealth of 
the state. Is it wise to weaken the 
foundation in order that there be a 
little more material to put in the cap- 
stone of our civic structure? If the 
Georgia legislature is now struggling 


over the problem of giving education to | 
the masses and is allowing a higher tax | 


rate to afford it, what is the logic in tax- 
ing institutions of learning, thereby im- 
pairing their influences, if not entirely 
closing their doors? It really seems that 
the state considers higher education a 
luxury that its promoters should pay for 
to support the common schools. There is 


an impression that only so-called public | 


institutions should be exempt from tax- 
ation. and that all schools not so in- 
dorsed shall pay the full tax rate. The 


margin of remuneration is now so small | 


for these self-sacrificing toilers. that a 
state tax would utterly incapacitate many 


of them for work, and close their doors | 


for sheer lack of means. The funds of 
most of the private institutions are im- 
mediately turned into the school for sup- 
rlies and improvements and none of them 


are used for ‘‘private gain,’’ unless one | 
considers the living expenses of the of- | 
ficers ‘“‘private gain.’’ It is difficult to | 
see a difference between the private gain | 


of an uncertain ineome for the toil and 


responsibility of the manager of a pri- | 


vate school] and the regular salary of a 


university professor or common school | 
teacher, who cannot usually afford to | 
fill the office without ‘private gain,”’ or | 
in other words, his salary from the staie | 


schools. 

The state recognizes the common pur- 
pose and aims of the private schools by 
entering into intercollegiate contests. The 
state grants no perquisites to its teach- 
ers, conceding the exalted position of the 
profession as one above private” gain. 
Then why tax institutions that are do- 
ing the same work with the same lofty 
purpose? 

Educational institutions that put all 
their income, after paying salaries, into 
improvements, are not making demands 
on the state for protection or promotion 
that would warrant taxation. On the 
contrary, they are giving to the state 
the trained citizen with mind and hand 


and power to direct and protect and pro- | 


rote it in the years to come. 

Georgia has not yet been able to so 
educate its daughters as to say to Lucy 
Cobb and Wesleyan, “You must pay for 
the privilege of teaching the girls what 
the state is giving to the boys gratis.”’ 
She has hardly respected the claims of 
the young womanhood of this state for 
higher education at her hands—and into 
whose hands she pays one-fourth of the 
taxes—to be competent to decree that 


| these ambitious girls must not only pay 
| for their higher. education, but pay for | 
' the privilege of paying for it. For upon | 
| these girls at last must fall the burden | 


of the tax in increased rates, for few 
girls’ schools in Georgia can take the 
tax from its living expenses where the 
young women of Georgia are now be- 
ing educated at the lowest possible rate, 
and where the failure to collect the tui- 


tion of even one student seriously crip- | 
| ples the finances of the school. The | 
courts Cannot be urged too earnestly to | 
exempt trom taxation Such institutions | 
of jearning as put all their proceeds back | 
into their scnools, and thus become pub- | 
lic benelactors and not public benencia- |

Should those complications ensue 
that have been foreshadowed, the inter- 
vention on one pretext or another of Rus- 
sia, France and Germany, about the first 
thing to happen would be the forced 
evacuation of Egypt by the British. Her 
majesty would-be too fully engaged in 
other directions to hold the country where 
she has only been “‘tolerated,’’ as the 
Frenchmen say with gritted teeth. With 
the withdrawal] of England, the Nile im- 
provements would cease at once, and an 
end, perhaps only a temporary end to be 
sure, would be put to the Nile enterprise. 

Nothing more serious or more pitiful 
could happen. The stoppage of the ‘work 
on the Nile dams would be a calamity in- 
volving the progress of the’entire Egyp- 
tian people, of whom there are over nine 
million. It would affect directly over two 
Million peasants, who will be put back 
just as many years as the work is inter- 
rupted. Its early completion means to 
these two million the Hfting of a burden 
of taxation under which they are strug- 
Siing without hope of relief from any 
other source. 

To the world at large the successful 
issue of the Nile work will mean the re- 
adjustment of physical geography on a 
Scale never before attempted by man, 
The reclamation of the desert of Sahara 
could alone be put in the same Category. 
It is not alone that two and a half mil- 
lion acres of land will be brought under 
Yield; that over $200,000,000 will be added 
to the land values of the Egyptian peo-

Collier's Weekly: Steaming leisurely 
from Singapore, the Olympia entered the 
harbor of Colombo in the early morning 
of Juue 22, and took position alongside 
‘H, M. 8S.

Brumby, went ashore. On the jetty a 
guard of honor of fifty imperial troopers, 
with a band and pipers, was drawn up, 
while a great crowd of citizens filled the 
water front. From the throats of this 
throng, as the admiral stepped ashore, 
trere went up three cheers of a volume 
and heartiness that gave him an inkling 
of what he might expect at home.

HOLES THAT LIGHTNING MAKES 


How the Diameter of an Electric Bolt 
Is Measurable. 


“Did you ever seo the diameter of a 
lightning flash measured?’ asked a ge- 
ologist of a writer in Pearson's Weekly. 
“Well, here is the case which once in- 
closed a flash of lightning, fitting it ex- 
actly, so that you can see just how big 
it was. This is called a ‘fulgurite’ or 
‘lightning hole,’ and the material it is 
made of is glass. I will tell you how it 
was manufactured, though it only took 
a fraction of a second to turn it out. 

“When a bolt of Hghtning strikes a 
bed of sand it plunges downward into the 
sand for a distance less or greater, trans- 
forming silmultaneously into glass the 
silica’ in the material through which it 
passes. Thus, by its great heat it forms 
a giass tube of precisely its own § size. 
Now and then such a tube, known as a 
‘fulgurite,’ is found and dug up. Fulgu- 
rites have been followed into the sand 
by excavation for nearly thirty feet. 
They vary .n interior diameter from the 
size of a quill to three inches or more, 
according to the ‘bore’ of the flash. 

“But fulgurites are not dione produced 


in sand. They are found also in solid 


rock, though very naturally of slight 
depth, and frequently existing merely 
as a thin, glassy coating on the surface. 
Such fulgurites occur in astonishing 
abundance on the summit of Little Ara- 
rat, in Armenia. The rock is soft and so 
porous that blocks a foot long can be 
obtained, perforated in all directions by 
little tubes filled with bottle green glass 
formed from the fused rock. There is a 
small specimen in the national museum 
which has the appearance of having been 
bored by the teredo, and the holes made 
by the worm subsequently filled with 
giass.

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For Pure Concentrated Ability to Kill the American Grizzly Heads 
the List—A Thrilling Account by Captain Jack Harris.

The crowds were talking about the 
fights they had seen and a dispute arose 
as to the most perfect type of fighter. 
Finally the matter was referred to Cap- 
old Indian fighter, 


tain Jack Harris, an 
who had also seen service in both the 
civil and Spanish wars. Captain Jack 


considered the question for a minute and 
finally said: 

“For pure concentrated killing ability 
I think the American grizzily is ahead 
of all. And when that grizzly is an old 
she-bear and some injury has been done 
her cubs you have reached the limit of 
hard, desperate, reckless fighting. Just 
once in a hunting experience of years 
have I seen a grizzly with cubs Killed. 

“I was hunting near the Colorado line 


a couple of months ago, when I ran 
across a grizzly bear lying on a ledge 
in the shade while the cubs were ‘play- 
ing and tumbling about in the gully of 
a little dried up stream just below her. 
A’ grizzly with cubs its a mighty good 
thing to let alone, unless a man is one 
of a well armed party, and, as the bear 
hadn’t seen me, I was content to let.-it 
go at that and keep out of her way. So 
I turned and went up the side of the val- 
ley. I hadn’t gone but a short distance 
when, looking back, I saw a drove of 


about one hundred peccaries coming down 


the valley. Now every hunter knows what 
it means. to disturb peccaries. He must 
kill off the last one or he is a dead man. 
And the drove will ke p up the chase 
until they have run down or starved oul 
the man or animal they are after. 

“The course the drove were taking 
would bring them less than a hundred 
yards below me and right past the old 
bear and her cubs, but the wind was 
blowing from the opposite direction ana 
from the ledge on which she was lying 
the old bear couldn’t see the peccaries 


coming. Pretty soon the drove reached the 
top of a little decline, in plain sight of 
the cubs, and came swinging down with 
that fast little trot which eats up the 
miles amazingly, and which they can 
keep up for hours and days, aS Many a 
reckless hunter has found out to his 
grief. 

“The fiercest, strongest grizzly in 
America would have hurried to get out 
of the path of those pigs, but the cubs 
didn’t know erough to appreciate their 
danger. Perhaps thev thought’ tie 
fierce, hard-figntirng peccarics were only 
a lot of swine and that it would be good 
fun to stampede them. Whatever may 
have been the ide. in theie furry neads, 
the instant they sizhted the enemy both 
cubs started for them on the run. 

“It was all cWer in less than a minute. 
The cubs each picked out a peccary and 
pounced on it, but, instead of stamped- 
ing, the peeccaries simply piled over each 
other in their eagerness to have a share 
in tearing to pieces the two foolish cubs. 
There wasn’t a trace left of the fat cubs, 
except scattered vieces of fur and flesh 
and bones. Then came the real fight. 

“When the cubs attacked the aroy2 
the noise aroused the old grizzly. 1 was 
near enough to the whole show and 
if was plain that ner first impulse was 
to hurry to the assistance of her cubs. 
Then she hesitaied just for a seczond, 
for old huntress that, she was, she knew 
what it meant to tackle those peccaries. 
It wasn’t taking a long chance for her 
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life; it wes going against the real thing, 
as it was sure death for any animal to 


meddle with that drove of sharp-tusked 
‘little pigs. Then one of the cubs made 
a last dying effort to crawl] from under 
the drove, who were rending it to pieces,

Her big jaws were open, her 
eyes giaring, the bristling hair on her 
head and body was standing on end: al- 
together she wags the personification of 
demoniac fighting abliity as she rushed 
at the pectaries. The terrible odds 
against her had been forgotten in the 
thought of her dead cubs, and with the 
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showed itself. One sweep of her big right 
front paw cleared a little space in front 
of her, incidentally smashing in the head 
of an unlucky peccary as if it had been 
caught under a trip hammer. Then the 
bear made slashing blows, first with one 
paw and then with the other. The mere 
force of the blows was enqpgh to smash 
in a peccary’s ribs, or break his back, 
and besides this the claws at the end 
of the paws made slashing cuts four or 
five inches deep. I saw one pig dodge in 
between the swinging paws and spring 
right for the grizzly’s head. That was 
the end of the peccary, for the big jaws 
opened, and when closed, cut the peccary 
almost in two. 

“It wasn't but a few seconds before the 
old bear had things pretty well cleared 
up in front of her, but in the meantime 
the drove had _ been tearing fur and 
flesh to ribbons on her side and back. 
As soon as a space Was cleared in front 
the old grizzly changed her tactics, and, 
shaking off the peccaries as if they had 


been clinging insects, rose up on her 
hind legs. She had a peccary in her 
paws as she went up, but after one 


blow from her big paws went a long 
way toward accomplishing the same re- 
sult. The pigs were fighters, too. Sev- 


eral times I saw a peccary who had evi- 
dently been wounded to the death, crawl 
up nearer the bear in order to give a final 
dig with his tusks before he ended his 
last fight. 

“All of a sudden three of four big pec- 
caries happened to spring at the grizzly 
from the sade side at the same instant. 
Tha old fighter was evidently weakened 
by loss of blood, for she staggered and 
fell over. Tha enemy thought she was 
done for and in they rushed. They didn’t 
aporeciate tne staying powers of the bear. 
Two or three were gathered in a deadly 
hug in her front paws, her hind lgs 
ripped open their skin as if tearing gloves, 
and her jaws went through skin, flesh and 
bone whenever she fastened them on one 
ot her enemies.. The frizzly was mak- 
ing a desperate rally and while on her 
back geemed better able to bring into 
play her superb fighting qualities. All 
I could ses for the next few seconds 
was a confused mass of grunting. raging

‘‘Ahead of the main body of the pecca- 
ries were two or three that had not been 
iz at the killing of the cubis and so were 
first in the charge. The bear met the 
first one, gave it a swinging blow with 
her huge paw which sent a disemboweled 
pig flying through the air, crushed an- 
other under her front paw, and then the 
whole drove were on her in one vicious 
snapping wave. For the first few seconds 
all I could see was a dark, swaying mass 
angry peccaries, all trying to get at 
bear, those nearest tearing at. her 

their tusks and springing on her 
back in their eagerness, and those far- 
ther away scrambling over the others so 
as to get into the fight. A drove of pec- 
caries after they have smelt blood is not 
a pretty sight. 

“But these particular wild pigs were 
not up against an animal that was going 
to quietly let herself be torn to piec}. 
If it was fighting the peccaries were 
jooking for there -wasn't anything in 
North America that was more anxious 
to oblige them than that fierce old griz- 
ziy, who had just seen her cubs killed.

Love for her cubs had 
first led her to fight and it was a linger- 
ing hope that she might in some way aid 
her offsprings that. caused her desperate 
attempt to shake herself free from the 
drove. Up thea little hill she galloped 
until she reached the place where the 
cubs had met their fate. Only splashes of 
blood and little bits of fur and flesh were 
left of the fat cubs, who haa been the 
pride of the fierce old mother’s heart. 
The grizzly knew that the s@€attered bits 
of fur were the remains of her pets, and 
paying no attention to the fast following 


reccaries nosed about and smelt of the 
nieces. Then she felt that her last hope 


was gone, and giving a growl, which was 
a good deal of a groan, again faced the 
foe. 

‘The peccaries were looking for battle, 
so was the bear. As the drove approach- 
ed the bear rose upon her hind feet and 


then. as the line of vicious pigs reached 
her, dropped down. She caught a pec- 
cary under each of her front paws as 


she fell and grabbed another in her big 
jaws. That accounted for three of her 
enemies. Then the paccaries came swarm- 
ing over her, ripping and egnashing and 
trving ta pull her down. The grizzly 
wasn't idle for- the tenth of a second, but 
swung her big front paws right and left 
and grabbing.the peccaries in vicelike 


jaws, she shook them as a dog does a rat 
and tossed them over the heads of the 
drove to lie twisting and dying on the 
outskirts of the big firht.

“If that grizzly had been fighting with 


her back against a rock I think she would 
have won the fight, although all hunters 
say no single animal) can stand against a 
drove of. wild pigs.

a fighting bundle ef blood stained brown 
fur. with teeth and claws working at 
their utmost capacity. Then peccary 
after peCcary rolled out of the fight, 
some with broken backs, other with heads 
smashed like egg shells, and still others 
with long disemboweling wounds where 
the grizzly’s razor-like claws had slashed 
their way. 

“There was a last heave, the struggling 
mass began to part. and the big grizzly, 
one mass of blood and dirt and wounds, 
struggled to her feet, disposed of two or 
three of the more pertinacious of her en- 
emies by slashing blows with her: front 
paws, and for the second time in the fight 
was free. 

“‘At-first I thought the fight was over 
and that the grizzly had done a thing 
absolutely unheard of in hunting annals 
—gone against a drove of peccaries and 
come out alive. More than half the drove 
had fallen and of those left alive many 
were torn and bleeding. Peccaries have 
the reputation of never giving up a fight 
while one of the drove is alive, but these 
particular pigs acted as if they had had 
enough for one day. If the old bear had 
not been weakened by loss of blood she 
would have won out, but she seemed to 
be bleeding from fifty places. One of her 
eyes Was gone, her nose was ripped gpen, 
and altogether she had been fearfully 
punished. 

“Old hunters say that it seems as if 
an angry grizzly will fight after it is 
dead, and this bear had been in a state 
of frenzy since she smelled the bits of fur 
which had once been her cubs. The pec- 
caries were apparently doubtful whether 
to begin the fight, but the grizaly settled 
the matter by making a charge on the 
drove. Whatever hesitation the peccaries 
may have had about commencing hostili- 
ties, they were willing to fight if the bear 
wanted to. Both went it. as if 
fresh.

To make this portable house, turn the 
bicycle upside down, allowing it to rest 
on the saddie and handle bars, and meas- 
ure the distance from the floor to the 
highest point of either of the wheels.

These flaps or doors of the front and 
back can be cut and fitted with ease while 
the tent is standing. Leave a slit direct- 
ly in the front of the wheel so the flaps 
may be thrown backward upon the roof, 
out of the way, upon entering or leaving. 
When closed they may be fastened se- 
curely by strings or tape attached to the 
two edges.

“THE SHIP OF STARS.”” By A. T. Quiller- 
Crouch. Charles Scribner’s Sons, New York, 
publishers, 

This well written story from the pen of Mr. 
Quiller couch has heretofore appeared serially 
in Scribner's Magazine, but instead of being 
handicapped by reason of this fact, it fs rather 
awaited with keener relish by thousands of 
book-lovers who have not yet read it but 
who have heard it highly spoken 
of by others. Perhaps the chief merit of tha 
work is not in the plot, which is-simple enough, 
but in the clever portrayal of character which 
the author evinces in the ‘‘dramatis personae’”’ 
of the work. Briefly outlined the story runqd 
thus: Theophilus John Raymond, otherwis@ 
known as ‘"Taffy,’’ is introduced to the readen 
at the age of nine as a dreamer and story- 
teller. He Hves with his father, a curate of the 
Church of England, in and old abbey. Squire 
Moyle, who is growing old after a wicked life, 
wishes to ‘‘get religion.’’ He therefore offers 
Taffy’s father a living on his estate and @ 
church on the seacoast. The curate is ng 
sooner installed than a revivalist comes along 
who so awakens the squire to the beauties of 
violent conversion that he tears down the cu- 
rate’s church. After the squire's death his 
daughter, Honorita, who loves Taffy, fur- 
nishes the money necessary to send him to 
college. He does not know whence the money 
comes until the allowance is one day abruptly 
stopped on account of certain misrepresenta- 
tions which one of Taffy’s enemies had mad@ 
to Honorita. The femainder of the story is 
concerned in the gradual change wrought in 
the hero’s character by coming in contact with 
the world and learning that ‘‘life is real, life 
is earnest.’’ Eventually Honorita discoverg 
that she has unwittingly injured Taffy in her es-
